On Dec. 3, 1985 
(a tuesday of course) over 2,000 teenagers 
streamed into Lowell Memorial Auditorium 
to watch as Headmaster Peter Stamas 
received a check for $5004 and to see ' til 
tuesday present a personal concert for them.
